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Yeltsin Slightly Ahead 
of Zyuganov, Exit Polls

MOSCOW (Dispatches) - Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin was ahead 
of his Communist challenger Gen- 
nady Zyuganov in yesterday’s 
presidential run-off elections, ac- 
cording to an early exit poll shown 
on CNN television. 

Cable News N^oii; (CNN) 
gave no figures or other indica- 
tions of the lead, it only showed a 
trend. 

The exit poll was conducted by 
the U.S. Mitofeky Institute, the 
Russian Cessi and Germany’s 
Forschungsgruppe-Wahlen. 

The poll took into account only 
118 of Russia’s 93,000 polling 
stations. 

Early partial results from the 
far east also showed Yeltsin ahead 
of Zyuganov, Interfax news 
agenc>' reported. 

In the Magadan region, a count 
of about 30 percent of returns 
showed Yeltsin with 65.89 per- 
cent leading Zyuganov with 25. 17 
percent. 

In Yuzhno-Sakhalinsk, a count 
of returns at 42 out of 78 polling 
stations showed Yeltsin ahead

The United States has pressed 
the new rightwing premier to re- 
deploy troops in Hebron as agreed 
under the Oslo autonomy accords 
with the Palestinians. 

However, Netanyahu’s 
spokesman Shai Bazak said yes- 
terday: "No deadline has been set 
for debate on the Hebron issue. "

Encouraging Words from 
Erbakan, But Region Expects Mon 


E ncouraging words have been emerging from Ankara 
since last Friday when Welfare Party (RP) Leader 


JL^since last Friday when Welfare Party (RP) Leader 
N ecmettin Erbakan became prime mimster. But the people 
of this region e^^ect more lucid stances from him on 
certain issues. 

In a very bold and refreshing move, Erbakan took Israel 
to task and asked the occup 3 fing regime 'to pull back from 
occupied territories, including the Golan Heights.* 

Prime Minister Erbakan made this request while talking 
to visiting U.S. Under-Secretary for Political Affairs at the 
State Department, Peter Tamoff, according to an AFP 
dispatch. 

Sending a calming message to all those who believe 
that a just stand on notional and international issues must 
be adopted no matter what the cost. Erbakan asked Israel 
to 'abide by the U.N. resolutions and withdraw from oil 
occupied territories including the Golan Heights.* 

Extremist Likud Party Prime Minister Benjamin Neton^ 
yahu's hardline policy statements have thrown the princi- 
ple of land-for-peace into the doldrums and cast doubts 
over the future of the Middle East peace process. 

Erbakan's words were refreshing because most of the 
Turkish leaders in the past remained indifferent to the 
treacherous activities and postures of the Zionist regime 
in the Middle East. I 

Erbakan also made clear to the U.S. official that Turkey 
will cultivate closer ties with the Muslim states of the 
Middle East for the region's stability. 

If the dream - envisioned by the Leader of the Islamic 
Revolution, the late Imam Khomeini 16 years ago - mate- 
rializes to the fullest extent, then Islam will retrieve its lost 
glory and prestige. Islom would then be better able to 
serve mankind.

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TEHRAN (AFP) - Syria has per- 
suaded Bahrain and Iran to lift a 
cloud, cast over their relations by 
accusations that Teheran was be- 
hind a plot to topple the Manama 
government, the Bahrain press re- 
ported yesterday in Manama. 

"Bahrain and Iran have agreed 
to end their media campaigns to 
improve their bilateral ties," Syrian 
Foreign hfinster Faionq al-Shaiaa 
told newspa^rs. 

On Tuesday he gave Bahrain 
Emir Issa ibn Salman al-Khalifa a 
message ' from Syrian President 
Hafez al-Assad on the second leg 
of a shuttle mission between Tehe- 
ran and Manama. 

Sharaa said he was "satisfied 
with the efforts made by Syria to 


clear up the misunderstanding or 
the differences between Iran and 
Bahrain" as well as the "positive 
anitude" of the countries'leaders. 

Bahrain Foreign Minister 
Sheikh Mohammed ibn Mubarak 
al-Khaiifa welcomed the Syrian 
mediation "which has allowed a 
halt to the press campaign, the firat 
step towards resuming relations."

Riorikov expressed hopes chat 
Iran will employ all it's resources 
to act as a preventive measure 
against any possible military 
mo\’emenis of the opponents of 
the Tajikistan government, during 
their talks in Ashkhabad. 

He added that political and se- 
curii>' developments of the Persian 
Gulf region is of great significance 
for Russia and that his country is 
ready to cooperate with the Per- 
sian Gulf countries, especi^ly in 
line with the establishment of 


peace and stability in the region. 

Larijani stressed Iran's strong 
resolution for expansion of all-out 
relations with Russia. IRNA re- 
porrs.

Repeated ESR testing allows 
doctors to monitor disease activ- 
ity. By noting significant increases 
or decreases in the sed rate, doc- 
tors can track the progress of a 
disease and determine whether 
things are getting better or worse.

NEW YORK lAP) - The Hubble 
space telescope has spotted what 
may be the most distant objects 
ever recorded, gazing billions of 
years into the past to produce pic- 
tures of what could be the first 
generation of stars.

A lighi-vear is the distance light 
travels in one year, about 5.9 tril- 


lion miles (9.4-trillion kilometers). 

Tliese galaxies would just 
barely exceed the distance record 
held by a certain quasar, a powerful 
light-emitting object, said Lan- 
zetta, an assistant professor of as- 
tronomy at the State University of 
New York. 

At great distances, quasars are 
much easier to see because they put 
•out much more ligni than galaxies 
do. It took the Hubble's observa- 
tional power to see the much 
fainter galaxies so far away. 

Deep views into the cosmos can 
show objects as they appeared bil- 
lions of years ago because it takes 
that long for their light to reach the 
observer. 

Lanzetta and colleagues re- 
{k^rted their analysis in latest issue 
of the journal Nature. Tlrey spotted 
about half a dozen galaxies that 
appear to be from the dawn of star- 
making - a surprisingly sma! I num- 
ber, Lanzetta said. 


-What we’re seeing are little 
clumps of stars.’ Lanzetta said.- 
“We don't see spiral galaxies with 

not clear whether the star 
clumps are isolated or regions of 
larger objects, he said. 

Dr. Rogier Windhorst of Ari- 
zona State University Mid the 
study does not prove all six galax- 
ies are truly so far away, and there- 
fore so old. But he said he suspects 
three or four of them will turn out 
to be as far away as Lanzetta’s 
study says. 

“He has some good candidates 
there,” Windhorst said. 

Mark Dickinson of the Space 
Telescope Science Institute in Bal- 
timore, Maryland noted that the 
distance estimates are based on the 

reddish light from the galaxies. But 

other factors, such as dust, might 
also make a galaxy's light red, he 

said. . ^ 

Tlie new study is “enticing, but 


ii*s not a proof,' Dickinson said. 
The galaxies are so faint diat it will 
be difficult to confirm the dis- 
tances by analyzing light with an- 
other telescope, he said. 

But an infrared camera to be 

installed on the Hubble next year 
could provide enough information 
to evaluate the accuracy of the dis- 
tance estimates, he said. 

Dickinson also said there’s no 
guarantee that Lanzetta’s team saw 
the first star formation to occur in 
the Universe. 

“To get the first glimpse of 
these very distant galaxies that are 
seen at a very young stage in their 
evolution is definitely exciting, 
said Lanzetta. “This is a com- 
pletely unexplored realm of the 
Universe.” 

By gazing at galaxies in differ- 
ent epochs, scientists may be able 
to see directly how galaxies 
evolved over time, Lanzetta said.

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An AIDS Mystery Solved 

Australian HIV Survivors Offer Hope for an 

Effective Vaccine 



A bout IS years ago, a well- 
meaning man donated blood 
to the Red Cross in Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, not knowing he had been 
exposed to HIV-I, die virus that 
causes AIDS. Much later, public- 
health officials learned that some 
ofthe people who got transfusions 
containing his blood had become 
infected with the same virus; pre- 
sum:d>ly they were almost sure to 
die. But as six years stretchedto 10, 
then to 14, the anxiety of health 
officials gave way to 
astonishment. Although two of^e 
recipients have died from other, 
causes, no one of the seven people 
known to have received transfu- 
sions of the man's tainted blood 
has come down with AIDS. More 
telling still, the donor, a sexually 
active homosexual, is also healthy. 
In fact his immune system remains 
as robust as if he had never tangled 
with HIV at all. What could ex- 
plain such unexpected good for* 
tune? 

A team of Australian scientists 
has finally solved the mystery. The 
virus (hat the donor contracted and 
then passed on, the team reported 
last week in the journal Science, 
contains flaws In its genetic script 
that appear to have rendered it in> 
nocuous. "Not only have the re- 
cipients and the donor not 
progressed to disease for 15 
years." marvels molecular biolo- 
gist Nicholas Deacon of Austra- 
lia's Macfarlane Burnet Center for 
Medical Research, "but the pre- 
diction is that they never will." 
Deacon speculates that this 
"wimpy" HIV may even be a 
natural inoculant that protects its 
carriers against more virulent 
strains ofthe virus, much as infec- 
tion with cowpox warded off 
smallpox in 18th century milk- 


maids. 

If this hunch proves ri^t, it will 
mark a milestone in the battle to 
contain the late-20th century’s 
most terrible epidemic. For in ad- 
dition to explaining why this small 
group of people infected widi HTV 
has not become sick, the discovery 
of a viral strain that works like a 
vaccine would have far-reaching 
implications. "What these results 
suggest," says Dr. Barney Graham 
of Tennessee’s Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity, ' ‘ is that HFV is vulnerable ahd 
that it is possible to stimulate effec- 
tive immunity against it" 

The strain of HIV that popped 
up in Sydney intrigues scientists 
because it contains striking abnoF- 
malities in a gene diat is believed 
to stimulate viral r^Iication. In 
fact, the virus is missing so much 
of this particular gene-4movra as 
n^. for negative factor-that it is 
hard to imagine how the gene 
could perform any useful function. 
And sure enough, while tiie Syd- 
ney virus retains the ability to in- 
fect T cells-white blood cells that 
are critical to tiie immune system’s 
^ility to ward off infection-4t 
makes so few copies of itself th^ 
the most powerful molecular tools 
can b^ly detect its presence. 
Some of the infeaed Australians, 
for example, were found to carry as 
few as one or two copies of the 
virus for every 100,000 T cells. 
People with AIDS, by contrast, are 
burdened with viral loads thou- 
sands of times higher. 

At the very least, the ne/ gene 
offers an attractive target for drug 
developers. If its activity can be 
blocked, suggests Deacon, re- 
searchers might be ^le to hold tiie 
progression of disease at bay, even 
in people who have developed full- 
blown AIDS. The need for better 


AIDS-tighting drugs was under- 
scored last week by the actions of 
a U.S. Food and Drug Administra- 
tion (FDA) advisory panel, which 
recommended speedy approval of 
two new AIDS drugs, including 
the first of a new class of com- 
pounds called protease inhibitors. 
Although FDA commissioner 
Daivd Kessler was quidc to praise 
the new drugs, neither medication 
can prevent or cure AIDS once h 
has taken hold. 

What scientists really want ts a 
vaccine that can prevent infection 
altogether. And that’s what makes 
the Sydney virus so promising - 
and so controversial. Could HIV 
itself, stripped of nef and adjacent 
sections of genetic material, pro- 
vide the basis for such a vaccine, as 
Deacon and his colleagues cau- 
tiously suggest? Ongoing work 
SIV, the simian immunodeficiency 
virus that causes an AIDS-like ill- 
ness in monkeys, indicates that this 
might be less farfetched than it 
sounds. Ronald Desrosiers at the 
New England Regional Primate 
Research Center has demonstrated 
that when the n ^ gene is removed 
from Srv, the virus no longer has 
the power to make monkeys sick. 
Moreover, monkeys inoculated 
with tiie nef-fsxz SIV developed 
marked resistance to the more viru- 
lent t^n. 

But few scientists are enthusias- 
tic about testing the proposition by 
injecting HTV-however weak- 
ened-4nto millions of people who 
have never been infoct^. After all, 
they note, HTV is a retrovirus, a 
class of infectious agents known 
for their alarming ability to inte- 
grate their own genes into the DNA 
of tiie cells they infect Thus once 
it t^es_ effect a retrovirus infoc- 
tfon - aniiiQe those of viruses that 


cause measles, smallpoK and any' 
□umber of other diseases-is per- 
manent While some retrovnuses 
are beoign, others can strike with- 
out warning. Some remain hidden 
for years, only to trigger disease 
later in life when the immune sys- 
tem starts to flag. 

This makes vaccine develop- 
ment extremely risky. A weakened 
strain of SIV that protected adult 
monkeys, for example, looked safe 
until researchers at the Dana Far- 
ber Cancer Institute in Boston 
showed foat newborn monkeys 
whh immature immune ^sterns 
did not nsfX)nd as healthy adults 
do. AH the young primates, in feet 
developed the very disease the 
weakened virus was supposed to 
prevent For tiiis and a host of other 
reasons, most AIDS researchers ar- 
gue that the only prudent strategy 
Is to concoct a hybrid vaccine, put- 
ting the key features of a disabled 
AIDS virus into something more 
boiign than a retrovirus. Among 
tiie leading candidates: the vac- 
cinia virus that successfully wiped 
<Mit smallpox. 

A handful of researchers, how- 
ever argue that the more dangerous 
retroviral vaccine should not be 
written off prematurely. Des- 
rosiers, for one, believes the situ- 
ation in parts of the developing 
wortdfwhere the chance ofHlV in 
fection may reach 40 percent 
among sexually active adults) has 
become so desperate that a retrovi- 
ral v^ine may be worth the risk. 
A live vaccine made from Hi V, he 
mainteins. can be made safer by 
removing not just the gene but 
several others as well. Desrosiers 
has found that he can cripple HIV 
by chemically deleting four of its 
nine known genes and still get a 
virus that replicates, at least in 


chimpanzees. 

At present, concerns about 
safe^ are so overwhelming that 
efforts to develop alive retroviral 
vaccine, are unlikely to muster 
-much support But .that could 
change as studies of long-term sur- 
vivors-that small, charmed circle 
of people who have been infeed 
wife fee AIDS virus but have re- 
mained disease-free-provide new 
insights into the weaknesses ofthe 
viral enemy and the untapped 
strengths of its human targets. 

"These individuals." observes 
Dr. Warner Greene, d irector of the 


Gladstone Institute of Virology 
and Immunology in San Francisco, 
."are natural experiments, and they 
hold a greeu: secret that we arc still 
trying to decipher." Indeed it is 
entirely possible feat fee eight 
Australians who have caused such 
a stir will be cited by medical texts 
as fee first people oh the planet to 
be successfully, if inadvertently, 
vaccinated against fee AIDS vi- 
rus-a virus that until now has 
seemed all but invincible.

“At first we weren’t nixler- 
stood because it was during the 
glory years of French farming,” 
he said “Now. many alarmed re- 
gions are asking us to open up the 
tin can of foreign farmers because 
everyone’s leaving the fields.”

".adult" fare. 

Indian children's programs are 
tailored to kids from wealthy 
tanuites. while there was little re- 
gard for the child audience in Ma- 
laysia. Nepal, and Singapore due 

the demands of advertising 
revenue and ratings. 

TIitAc were the findings of the 
Singapore-based .Asia Mass Com- 
munieaiion Re.scarch and Infor- 
nuiion Ccnicr survey, presented 
at n three -day Internationa] Con- 
lerenee on Children's Rights in 
the Media that opened here Tues- 
du> . 

At the other extreme, Japan. 
Chin.i and Vietnam gave high pri- 
ority to locally-produced chil- 
dren's progMOis. 

"If \vc look at the phenomenal 
growth of the medium in the re- 
gion. the picture that television 
presents is very dismal. But it need 
not be dUpiriiing." the center's 
sccrelarj’ general Vjjay Menon 
lold delegates. 

The survey, begun in January 
and expected to be completed in 
June 1997. found that children’s 
program.^ made up 7.4 percent of 


air time in the Philippines, but that 
of this portion. 73.2 percent were 
cartoons. 

.Parental absenteeism left chil- 
dren and youths spending more 
time watching television without 
guidance, it said. 

It also related the tabloid inspi- 
ration of local networks to have 
the child victims of sex and vio- 
lence relate their ordeals on tele- 
vi.sion. 

In India, only one percent of all 
programs catered to children, and 
most were designed for upper- 
class children. The audience only 
remembered foreign-made pro- 
grams and producers did not men- 
tion the niche as a priority. 

Sex'en of the eight television 
programs for children in Indone- 
sia are produced by Japanese and 
American groups, and tight com- 
petition as well as ignorance of the 
rights of the child meant producers 
gave less attention to children’s 
programming. 

Malaysia is neglecting the sec- 
tor since it does not appeal to 
adveaisers, and what children's 
programming it has is dominated 
by the United States, Britain, Aus- 
tralia, Canada and Japan. 

in Nepal, children’s programs 
have the lowest priority due to 
lack of markets, training and fund- 
ing. 

Children’s progr amming was 
ineffective in Singapore where 
ratings were the detennining fac- 
tor in expenses, and the little at- 


tention it gets is xargeted to 
audiences between four and 12 
years of age. 

In China, Cen^ TV showed 
high awareness of the U.N. con- 
vention and had consciously inte- 
grated the provisions into 
children’s entertainment, educa- 
tion and news programs, the study 


found. 

The dominant position of NHK 
Broadcasting Corp. gave it an 
edge in children’s programming 
with three out of four J^anese 
television channels us'ing its edu- 
cational and entertaining produc- 
tions for their children's 
programs. 


In Vietnam children's pro- 
grams conqirised S.S percent of 
national television aiitime. 

Although there are no pro- 
grams suitable for ages 10 and 
older, the government was taldng

The unconventional match, 
which made Welfare Party leader 
Necmetiin Erbakan the new prime 
minister, also raised questions 
over the future of secularism and 
pro-Western policies on which 
modern Turkey was founded in 
1923. Seven True Path deputies 
have resigned so far. and about 20 
have said they will deny a vote of 
confidence to the new coalition. 

The latest to resign was Edip 
Safder Ga>*dali. who lowered the 
coalition majority to nine seats 
when he left his party on Monday.

HONG KONG (Reuter) - Never 
mind the political pundits, the 
"Fung Shui" masters are the peo- 
ple with their finger on Hong 
Kong’s pulse. Or so they believe. 

A year before Hong Kong ie> 
turas to China, discontent per- 
vades the British colony as 
politicians bicker over Beijing’s 
plan to peel back political reforms 
and people fret alxntt their future 
under mainianri Commimist rule. 

That’s the analysis not of po- 
litical expens but the Fuztg ^ui 
men. Siinilar to ancient wizards or 
modern-day sooihsayeis. they are 
quietly charting the colony’s des- 
tiny as it nears the handover to 
C hina at midni^t on 30 June, 
1997. 

Hong Kong’s famed protective 
"dragons” are dying, they say, and 
their death throes herald doom and 
disorder. 

The colony has long been pro- 
tected by nine dragons that form 
the backbone of the narrow, 
mountainous Kowloon Peninsula 
that Juts into the South China Sea 
on the mainland side of Hong 
Kong. 

Kowloon itself means nine 
dragons in Chinese. The dragons 
swim in the haibor and protect this 
tiny territory of 6.3 million people 
from ruin, say the Fung Shui mas- 
ters. 

But in recent years Hong Kong 
has embarked on ambitious land 
reclamation to ease the burdens of 
a population jammed into tightly 
packed high-rise blocks. 

"The British have changed the 
landscape of Hone Kong, narrow- 
ing the harbor, and preventing the 
air from circulating freely," says 
So So. a Fung Shui master with 
masses of unruly hair, and a pen-

So So’s clientele belie his 
somewhat unconventional looks. 

He has spent the past 12 years 
shuttling boween Hong Kong, 
Taiwan, the United States and 
Canada at the ejqiense of wealthy 
Chinese emigrants determined to 
live by the laws of Fung Shui. 

Throughout the ages, Oiinese 
have relied on Fung Shui, or 
"wind and water”, the elemental 
interaction between die water and 
the mountains, humans their 
environment, to chan their lives, 
their binhd^s, weddings, busi- 
ness, even burials. 

So So attributes the colony’s 
buoqiy transition to Chinese rule 
not to politics but to a rtianging 
topogr^hy. The laws of nature 
are simply falling out of Sync. 

And the signs are clear. 


"There is confUa with Viet- 
namese boatpeople, Britain and 
China are quaneUmg, politicians 
are bickering, and the people are 
tense," he said. 

So So works ft'om a coffee shop 
in a huge cement boat mounted 
incongruously amid rows of high- 
rise buildings on the crowded 
Kowloon Peninsula.

Hau Yat Keung, 50, sits at a 
narrow desk behind a potted palm 
in the qitiet amhianfy of one of 
Hong Kong’s plushest hotel lob- 
bies. He earns his living plying the 
tourist trade, telling fortunes and

"I see confl^t for a year after 
the handover," says Hau.

TEHRAN - Contrail’ to some 
Western perceptions and voiced 
alarm, Jane's Internationa] De- 
fense Review in London, says that 
is important to consider the jus> 
tifications behind Iran's rearma- 
ment drive. 

The reasons, according the re- 
view was that Iran's arsenal was 
depleted during the imposed 1 980- 
88 Iraqi War, which created a vast 
technological gap between Iranian 
.forces and those of other Persian 
Gulf stales since die 1979 Islamic 
Revolution. 

The so-called^ alaro over diis 
matter, according to'm^ defense 
analysts, i.s a gross overreaction. 

Unit^ States ccmgressional 
research service stated Iran’s total 
arms bill between 1990 and 1994 
was at $5.1 billion which by com- 
parison to Saudi Arabia's imports 
of $29.4 billion, remains insignifi- 
cant, according to reports from 
IRNA.' 

Jane's su gg ested that there is a 
greater concern with the absence of 
Iraq as a counterbalance of power 
in the area, and the impact this will 
^^4iave on the regional military bal- 
ance, in which Iran has been seek- 
ing to restore. 

The review, of Iran's defense 
procurement program, reported 
that the country had made signifi- 
cant advances in domestic arms- 
making capabilities and in 
widening the technological thresh- 
old of its industrial program. 

Iran was eager to acquire mili- 
iar> und dual-use technologies to 
boost the economy in terms of em- 
ployment in defense industries, as 


reported by IRNA. Among the de- 
veloping nations, Iran has the lead- 
ing position. outstripping 
countries such as Sweden, the 
monthly stated. 

The review suggested that most 

of Iran's military needs w^e met 
through orders between 1989 and 
1992. Ever since, a drop in expen- 
diture occured, which was consis- 
tent with the government’s 

assessment of the country’s secure 
environment and strength of armed 
forces. 

Jane’s virtually ruled out Iran’s 
arms imports posing any immedi- 
ate and serious challenge to its 
southern neighbors or western in- 
terests within the region. 

To die contrary, it believed 
Iran’s build-up of armed forces, 
military operations, preparedness 
and sustainable supply of weap- 
ons, has caused the U.S. to inten- 
sify its containment strategy^ due 
to the fact that diese actions were 
btdside the United Slates realm 
of control. 


Two unfortunate consequences 
have resulted from the U.S. policy, 
according to the magazine. 

First, this strategy had produced 
a shift between Iran, pushed in- 
creasingly into the European- 
Asian ortiit of economic and 
military alliances, and the Persian 
Gulf states, brou^t under a meas- 
ure of U.S. influence. 

Furthermore, tensions in the 
U.S.-lranian standoff were said to 
have increased, causing both to es- 
calate their military preparedness 
in the region and with it the 
chances of direct confrontation, 
according to reports by IRNA. 

Jane's concluded in its review, 
that the Persian Gulf states went 
into politically security pacts with 
the leading Western powers, in an 
effort to avoid military confronta- 
tions of this sort, which have now 
proved to be politically damaging. 

In the present political and 
miliary climate, it suggested that a 
reversal of the pattern speared un- 
likely.

"Situation of the Persian Gulf and 
its Future" was held in Paris this 
week prepared by .

Those attending the seminar, 
claimed that the name ‘Persian 
Gulf is the correct reference, and 
rejected any forged appellation to 
the Persian Gulf. 

The seminar released a 9-point 
resolution which in 'part reads: 
"the three islands of Abu Musa, 
the Greater and Lesser Tunbs are 
on inseparable part of Iran". In 
addition, the people of Iran will 
crush any opposition coming to 
aggrie\'e its territorial integrity.

stipulated that the security of the 
Persian Gulf is an inalienable right 
and principal duty of the littoral 
states, in light of their joint coop- 
eration under the supervision of 
the U.N. to create a safe region 
free from the threat of war, based 
on mutual respect for each other’s 
sovereignty. 

Another part of the resolution 
reads, "Iran has a long record in

counter to the historical, political 
and economic rights of Iran and 
the littoral states of the Persian 
Gulf.

Thousands of soldiers and res- 
cue woikers have been mobilized 
to assist disaster-stricken areas 
and repair roads and rail lines cut 
offby flood waters. 

In Anhui, a Red Cross official 
contacted by telephone yesterday 
said the latest reports indicated at 


least 20 deaths, but the final toll 
was likely to be higher given the 
remoteness of much of the af- 
fected region.

LONDON (AFP) - Japan’s 




Kimiko Date, who has already 
written her name in the record 
books by becoming the first Japa- 
nese player ever to reach the Wim- 
bledon semi-finals, gets the 
chance to repeat something ftiat 
doesn't happen too often here on 
Thursday. 

For the 2S-year-old from 
Kyoto, who is one of only two 
players who has beaten Steffi Graf 
so far in 19%. will be playing the 
world number-one once again. 

When they last faced each other 
in Tokyo in a Fed Cup showdown 
in April, dote showed magnificent 
resilience to score a memorable 
7-6. 3-6, 12-10 victory. 

This time the prize is a place in 


the Wimbledon final and Graf, 
who is chasiiig a seventh singles 
crown, can be relied upon to come 
out with all guns blazing to erase 
any memory of that Tokyo result. 

Ironically the 27-year-old Ger- 
man player has alr^y avenged 
her only other defeat of the year 
during the current championships. 

Mar tina Hingis, the Swiss teen- 
ager who beat Graf at the Italian 
Open, quickly felt the world niim- 
ber-one's fiuious desire for re- 
venge in a rematch in the 
fourth-round. Graf left the six- 
teenth-seeded Hingis just five 
games. 

After ending ±e hopes of Mary 
Pierce in the quarter-finals. Date, 
who would have played left- 
handed if Japanese tradition 
hadn't insisted she use her right- 
hand, admitted: "Of course I want 
to do the same as in the Fed Cup 
but, until I go on court and face 
her. I won't know what will hap- 
pen." 

. Date, who speaks F.ngliyh but 
who prefers to answer questions 
through an interpreter, also added 
with cynical realism: "And be- 
cause I beat her in the Fed Cup, 
she will certainly have planned 
new tactics against me. 


"The next round is a semi-fi- 
nal. and dial is a big stage. Men- 
tally 1 will just try not to put too 
mu^ pressure on myself. " 

Graf, who looked supremely 
confident dismissing Jana No- 
votna in the quarter-finals, 
it clear after a 6-3, 6-2 win that 
she would be guarding against 
overconfidence against Date. 

"Her first serve is maybe not as 
strongasisnecessazyongrass, but 
she definitely has an edge as she's 
so low to the ground, bends really 
weU and likes to hit the ball flat." 

Graf, who has put aside injuiy 
worries and die pending trial on 
tax evasion charges of her inq)ris- 
oned father Peter Graf, has yet to 
drop a set at the cfaaoqiimiships 
and has conceded only 26 games. 

By comparison Date, who 
chall^ up one of the biggest sur- 
prises of Ae ammameiu when she 
defeated third-seeded 1994 cham- 
pion Conchita Martinez of ^ain 
in the foiuih-round, has had to 
play four three-set matches in five 
appearances. She has also lost 54 
games. 

Graf, who is unbeaten in 33 
consecutive matches in Grand 
Slam events and who has won all 
four of the last major tournaments.
